Egau, in his letter of resignation, 
says: "In view of tho fact that a new national 
organization is likely to spring from tho con- 
ference, aud as it is impossible fur mo to 
longer absent myself from my own business 
in Dublin, I must earnestly beg my friends in 
the Land leaguo to relievo mo of the treasnr- 
orsliip."

JIo said, tho Irish party re- 
quired eiguty-ilvo to ninety mcmbors in par- 
liament, Gut'thoy could not hope for this until 
the franchise was placed on a basis of house- 
hold suffrage. 
In relation to tho assertions of 


English papers with regard to alleged differ- 
ences with thoir kindred in America, 1'arnell 
denied thoro had boon any dictation from that 
quarter. 
Ho, for ouo, would have dficljiiPd to 


obev such dictation, 
tfn whatever points they 


might have differed, they had agreed to leave 
tho issuo to tlio Irish pooplo. 
Despite tho

lifennan and Sexton wore appointed secre- 


taries of tho conference. 
A number of letters 


and telegrams from America approving tho 
movement woro road. Letters wore also re- 
ceived from several Catholic bishops, apoio- 
gixiug for their absence and expressing confi- 
dence in tho leadership of the movement. 
I'arneU then aubinlttpu tho programme for 
the conference and reviewed its proposals. 
The scheuio foe tho establishment- Of an Irish 
national leaguo was adopted, 


Davitt then addressed tho convention. 'Ho 


spoko in somewhat moro pronounced lorms 
than Parnoll. 
Ho declared that until tho land 


which was stolon from the people, was re- 
stored to tho whole people,as a national pruper- 
tv there t'onld bo no iinil! and satisfactory settlo- 
liiont of !hc< hind question. 
At the samo time 


he wished it distinctly understood his u.icla|-.»- 
tion did not »epuruto him from I'aruell on tho 
land question. 


Parucll accepted an amonrlment to iho pro- 


posi'd land scheuio, to the effect that incroased 
tuxes should bo placed on grass l.inf.H, and 
that all covenants ugaiuxt tilling should bo de- 
clared void. 
Tho conference unanimously 


adopted ah amendment to tho progvaiuuio in 
favor of sustaining tho Irish party in the houso 
of commons. 
On motion of Davitt it was ro- 


uo'.vod to include tho establishment of work- 
ingmon's clubs and reading rooms among tho 
objects of tlio conference. 


Tho proceedings a° the conference were not 


altogether harmonious. 
A delegate named 


Louden, who attempted to spoak, was shunted 
down as a "land-grabber" and '-renegade," and 
denounced by ex-Suspoot Barrington as "a 
coward, who ran away 
from 
coercion." 


AH tho speakars declared tho land act an 
utter failure. 
Davitt said ho was unable to go 


with faruell in his scheme of laud reform, 
but would co-ouonvto with him for the aboli- 
tion of landlordism. 


Davitt moved as an amendment to tho pro- 


posed constitution a central council of tho now 
league council to consist of j thirty-two mem- 
bers, ono for oaeh county, tho parliamentary 
party to have no nominations but its members 
to be eligible. T. P. O'Connor said this amend- 
ment amounted to a vote of waut of confidence 
in tho parliamentary party. 
He accused Dav- 


itt of trying to injure 1'arncli's prestige, and 
reiterated tho charge, dospito Davitt's re- 
peated denials, Davitt became greatly excited 
and oaid a gentleman would not have made 
such an accusation. To prove it groundless, 
ho withdrew his amendment. It was finally 
decided that tho council should consist of

''Weight" in the Stoimich. 


I frequently meet a case 
o£ indi* 


gestiou the most marked feature of which, 
is what the patient calls "weight in tho 
stomach." 
Sometimes it is spoken of 


as a pressure, and again as stricture; 
but the. most common word is weight. 
Sometimes the patient will say, "It seems 
to me I have a stone or a mass of iron," 
and one lady said, the other day, "Ihave 
nn iron wedge in my stomach." Gener- 
ally these sufferers attribute the sensa- 
tion to the weight of food. A clergyman 
said, "I suppose my stomach has become 
sensitive to pressure, and the food press- 
ing upon the surface which has become 
so tender produces this sensation of 
weight." 
This explanation is entirely, 


at fault. 
Instead of being produced by. 


the presence of a heavy mass in the' 
stomach, in its most .'intense and un-' 
bearable forms, I have found that it does 
not appear in connection with a full 
meal, but is miich more likely to come' 
on after eating a few mouthfuls of crack- 
er or fine flour bread, or asingle.hot bis- 
cuit. The patient may have ground it 
between his teeth with the greatest care, 
but, soon after swallowing, this sensation 
of weight appears. More frequently, 
however, there seems to be no connection 
whatever with the preseuceof food in the 
gtomach. The sensation is not produced 
BO much by what is in the stomach as by 
certain conditions of the walls of the 
jtomach itself; in brief, it is produced by 
congestion of the walls of the organ. Ac- 
companying this congestion, there is gen- 
erally an adhesive mucus poured out, 
which sticks to the inner coat. 
I may- 


add that this sensation of weight is near- 
ly always a little to the right of the pit 
of the stomach, and that it is found that 
the congestion and 
adhesive mucus, 


which seem to stand in the relation of 
cause to this sensation, are found at the 
right or pyloric extremity of the storn; 
ach. 


Shis sensation of weight is not relieved 
stimulus. If it was produced by a 


.oad of food pressing upon the weakened 
walls of the stomach, a glass of whisky or 
wine would afford at least a temporary 
relief, whereas it is found that the em- 
ployment of alcoholic drinks only in- 
creases the trouble. Indeed, drunkards 
suffer more intensely from this sensation 
of "weight in tho stomach," than any 
other class of dyspeptics. 


The most striking relief, for tho time 


joing, is obtained from hot fomentations 
over tho pitof the stomach. A mustard 
joultice applied occr the stomach is very 
jffectu.il.—D. W. Lewis in Golden Rule.
